Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entitled Pussy man Auditions 11 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

Pussyman Auditions 11 is a DVD comprising a feature, a series of telephone and website sex 
notices, and other notices. The feature is made up of three scenes, each focusing on a 
different woman auditioning for a role in a sexually explicit feature directed by a man 
known as "Pussyman". The potential injury of this publication's unrestricted availability is 
due to the sustained, explicit depictions of sexual activity which are likely to disturb 
children and to influence young people's attitudes. Adults are able to put the potentially 
degrading, demeaning and dehumanising elements of the publication into context, because 
of experience and maturity which teenagers and children are unlikely to possess. 

Therefore the publication is restricted to an audience aged 18 years of age and over. 

This restriction interferes with the right to freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This limitation is demonstrably justified in a free 
and democratic society, given the likely injury to the public good if it was available to 
children and young people. 
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
